June 30th, 1933, 


“AS far as Troop activities are con- 
¢erned, there is little to report. 
Several attempts have been made to 
run regular meetings, but have most- 
ly failed due to lack of time on my 
Part. In view of these first remarks 
I feel that some explanation is neces- 
sary for the amount of money spent 
during the six months. 

“Early in the year, the Price Oil 
Building was obtained for the use of 
the Scouts, at a rental of $5 per 
month. It,was necessary to spend « 
certain amount for fixing the place 
up for use. Gas was laid on. by the 
Wainwright Gas Co. and we had all 
the gas we needed -free of charge. 
Apart from additional fixtures from 
time to time, the monthly outlay tw 
keep the place going was about $6.50 
per month, this including lighting. 
Had it been possible to run regular 
meéetings, this amount would have 
‘been more than covered by the Boy's 
weekly dues. 

“Had I foreseen at the time I took 
over the building that I should or 
shortly leaving Wainwright; I might 
have given the idea further con- 
sideration before ‘taking definite 
‘steps to get the use of the place. 
However, if someone will come for- 
ward, as I hope they will, to carry on 
the work of Scouting Wainwright, the 
effort and money may not have been 
wasted. Ag it is I feel a certain 
amount of disappointment that the 
place should not have been used more 
than it has. May I make a strong 
recomendation to the Group Commit- 
tee, and the Parent's Committee, to 
look into the question of this building 
with a view to making it the perman- 
ent headquarters of the Wainwright 
Boy Scouts, Surely there is someone 
among the citizens of Weinwright 
who realises the value of Scouting, 
and would be willing to give some of 
his time to the boys. 

“My regrets at leaving the Troop 
&@re sincere. Scouting to me is some- 
thing more than a mere hobby. There 
is a wonderful opportunity for some- 
one here to get a real “kick” out of 
life, by taking up Scouting. In clos- 
ing, I wish to thank very much, all 
who have helped the work along in 
any way, and in handing the Treop 
over to the Group Committee, feel 
that they will do all in their power to 
see thet Scouting is maintained in 
Wainwright.” .

Pack into 
clean, sterilized jars, add one teaspoon 
salt to each quart, fill with boiling 
water in which beans were partly 
cooked, partly seal and process for 
180 minutes in hot water zath or for 
60 minutes in steam pressure cooker 
at ten pounds, Remove from canner 
and seal immediately, 

— CANNED TOMATOES 

Remove skins ftom tomatoes; boil 
hard 20 minutes; fil hot sterilizea 
jars, being careful to keep seeds away 
from rubbers. Seal and keep in a 
coo] place. , 

CANNED CORN 

Cut fresh young corn from the cob. 
Pack sterilized jars to overflowing 
with corn. Seal, sét on trivet in boil-
